Prior to the drilling of the Robert- 
son well we had hoped that Calgary 
would eventually have to look to the 
north for an increased gas supply. 
This, we reasoned, would provid? 1s 
with a pipeline from which we could 
be supplied. But just as it appeared 
this dream might materialize, the 
Jumping Pound field was discovered 
and Calgary was supplied from 
there. H 

When gas was discovered in the 
Robertson well we had visions of 
getting our gag locally. This almost 
materialized shortly after when the 
Bailey well, east of town, blew in. Jn 
fact, considerable negotiating was 
done to get a supply from there. 

The next hope was based on the 
fact that a gathering line for the 
Trans-Canada Pipeline was sur- 
veyed to pass about 10 miles east of 
town and it appeared that if and 
when that was built we could be 
supplied from it. Later this line was 
moved many more miles east. 

When the Elkton well came in, 
with reputed sweet gas, a company 
approached us for a franchise to 
supply Didsbury and Olds, from that 
source. Although we were definitely 
interested in this deal, it never did 
get past the talking stage. 

Last spring, the Canadian Western 
Natura] Gas Company stepped into 
the picture and, true to its word, 
they have carried through the deai 
to its conclusion. We wish to thank 
them for what they have done, al- 
though we are sure that the coun- 
cillorgs of the future will never get 
the insight into the gas business that | 
we have acquired over the past 10 
years. !

Tax Cuts Not On 
The Federal Menu 


Tuesday that any tax cuts proposed 
in his 1967-88 budget will be small. 

He gave the indication in a speech 
at a luncheon of the Eastern Ontario 
Liberal Association, in which he 
argued the Liberal party is the only 
federal political party capable of 
maintaining national unity in Can- 
ada, 

Mr. Harris said his political oppon- 
ents, some newspapers, and others, 
have suggested several methods for 
disposa] of any surplus he might 
have at the end of the current fiscal 
year, 

One proposal was that a portion of 
the surplus should be used to reduce 
the heavy burden of taxation. How- 
ever, he added: “ It ought to be 
borne in the mind that I did reduce 
taxes a year ago last spring.” 

Mr. Harris said another sugges- 
tion is that part of the surplus be 
used to reduce the national debt. It 
was traditional, he said, to reduce 
the national debt in good times to 
enable the country to borrow when 
times were not so good. He added 
that reducing the national debt also 
was a good method to combat in- 
flation. 

A third suggestion was that part 
of the surplus should be used to pay 
higher pensions and increase other 
social services.

ling of Brucella vaccines. 

At the time of vaccinating a “shot” 
could accidentally be injected into a 
human when calves are being poorly 
handled. It is important from the 
animal's, the handler’s and veterin- 
arian’s standpoint that heifers are 
properly restrained for vaccinating. 

Calves should be handled quietly, 
avoiding a lot of chasing and the re- 
sulting “heated up” animal. A chute 
should be built, a calf chute 15 inches 
wide and 41% feet high is ideal for 
vaccination and ear tagging. Some 
owners have built a false wall in their 
chutes to cut down the width so 
calves can be easily handled. When 
only a few calves are to be vaccinated 
they can be squeezed with a gate or 
crowded in a barn stall. An ideal 
arrangement for a few calves is tc 
tie them up in the barn for the vet- 
erinarian, 

Co-operate with your captain and 
have all your heifer calves under re- 
straint and ready on the date and 
at the time the veterinarian is to 
arrive. When you do this the job 
can be done quickly and effectively 
without danger to the calves, the | ‘ 
producer or the veterinarian. 

Above all, vaccinate all heifer 
calves and be safe from Brucellosis,

They are asserting 
the right to compel employers to de- 
duct union dues from the wages of 
all their workers and to pay the 
money over to the union heads. 


They are using force to prevent 
anyone from serving the customers 
of the employers against whom the 
unions are striking; and are pre- 
venting the operation of plants with 
which they have no quarrel, in order 
to put indirect pressure on the 

| struck plant. 

, They are taking unlawful posses- 
sion of plants in which they refuse 
to work, and are preventing the 

| owners of such plants from entering 

| them. 


| They are entering plants in which 
| they have no members, and using 
| their own particular methods for 
| getting a foothold among the em- 
ema 


In all these trespasseg on the rights 
of other people, the unions are en- 
| couraged and supported by the law 
and the civil authorities. 

What has become of the worker's 
right to join the union of his choice. 
What of his right to collect his full 
wages when he has earned them? 
And what of his right to work for his 
living for any employer who is wiill- 
ing to hire him? 


All these rights have been taken 
from the workers by the unions, 
which were created to protect them; 
and it has been done with the con- 
sent and the connivance of the law- 
makers and the law enforcement 
officers. 


It is a sorry commentary on our 
boasted democracy that our elected 
representatives can thus barter away 
the rights of the citizens in exchange 
for political support, and can do it 
without rousing the indignation of 
the public. A country whose citi- 
| zens will no longer stand up for each 
| other’s rights has certainly passed 
lits zenith.
